That Ferrie wcs e liimosexuel 5b» public knowledge, as was th-- fsct 
mat certain of tae men variously involved ir tne assassination investigation 
lived nita aim. Caere fore, protection of tnese eople from oublic opinion is not 
s reason for suca withholding. Ferrie wse caildiess, never msrrie , so the feelings 
of a non-existent family cannot account for it. ?ner = wee no federal lou-erifcree- 
ment jurisdiction, so tats provision of toe Freedom of Information act is net 
explicable. Offhand, I sea nothing tost really is. 

In an effort td piece togetaer wnet kight be the subject end substance 
of taese pages, - have gone over tae index and listed ell names associated with his. 
x n one or two cases, I have listed those sandwiched between pages bearing his name 
on the assumption tney nay be relevant to the investigation reflected. Among the 
surprising and obvious observations is the absence 6f any reference to Banister, 
wnile there are 10 to Jack liaitin. And tnere are 15 references to Wr_y Gill, pro- 
bably tne most frequent. 

Many o? these names re well known to those working in tae field. 3 c ne 
?re obscure. Others may be tae names of assorted officials (i.e. police) or other 
functionaries (like credit bureau). I believe it would b: worthwhile doing tnis 
with every possible file and adding it all together. I think, also, it mi~ht b? 
worth c-mperin" with “ilton Brener’s representation of FBI interviews with his 
clients (from Lis bo-k, tae only immediate source).
